A FRENCH SEAPORT, JUNE 27. —Two contingents of American troops 


have landed, the first yesterday after noon and tne second this morning. The 
first fleet of transports, with it conv oys of battle cruisers, landed here 
without previous notice, and the ring ing of church bells was the first inti- 
mation that citizens and municipal o fficials had of its impending arrival. 


The city was, therefore, taken un awares and its reception was perforce 


very makeshift. 
But today the popu lar demonstration well made up for 


what that of yesterday lacked. 


The troops today landed amid th e frantic cheers of thousands gathered 


for hou^s on the quays. Enthusiasm 
rose to fever pitch when the wireless 


earned the information that ail the t ransports and convoys had successful- 
ly passed the submarine zone, and th at -> portion of the former would dock 
today and the rest on Thursday.
